PREMIER ASQUITH 
AND WOMEN WORKERS 


Prime Minister Listens to Tales of 
Woe From East End London Work- 
ers—Wage and Working Conditions 


The East End of London has always 
been famous as one of the great 
manufacturing districts. It is the 
home of numerous industries in which 
women are employed, among which 
are jam, pickle, biscuit and con. 


factories many of which sell their 
products in Canada. , 

A few weeks ago Premier Asquith 
met a delegation of the women work- 
ers in the’East End, and the “Nation” 
one of the best known old country 
publications reports the meeting as 
follows in a recent Issue: 

“I am told by one who was pre- 
sent at Mr, Asquith’s reception of 
the East End women's deputation 
last Saturday that he listened with 
deep attention to their accounts of

“Laws forbidding the export of raw 
pulpwood cut from Crown lands in 
the different provinces have tended 
to reduce the proportion of unmanw- 
factured pulpwood exported, althougi 
up to 1913 over half of the pulpwood 
in Canada was exported in this form.” 


The wisdom of the law prohibiting 
the export of unmanufactured pulp- 
wood from crown lands is demonstrat- 
ed by the fact that the manufacture 
of pulp in Canada in 1913 showed an 
Increase of over twenty-eight per 
cent. over that of 1912, increases tak- 
ing place in every province but 
Nova Scotia. 

’ Similar increases have been report- 
ed in the past three or four years 
since Quebec and other provinces 
determined on a “Made-in-Canada’ 


policy for the pu!p industry as far as 
crown lands are concerned. It would 


‘be well if some means could be de- 


vised whereby the export of unmanu 
factured pulpwood from’ privately 
owned lands could be prohibited. Ag 
will be seen above a law of this kind 
would result in about $20,000,000 be- 
ing retained {n Canada and circulated 
through the pay rolls of the sixty 
additional factories that would be re- 
quired to manufacture the wood now 
exported in its raw state.

AUSTRIAN LOSS DECLARED 
TO BE ENORMOUS 


Surrendering in Thousands 
to Russians in Carpathians, 
It Is Declared. 


—_—_—— 


(By Frederick Bennett). 

Petrograd, December '18.—Austria 
has fallen heavily between two stools. 
The substantial army, whose with- 
drawal from Servia enabled the Ser- 
vians ‘to re-enter tkeir capital, has 
been halted and thrown back, while 
still focr days’ march from the east- 
ern end of the Galician battle line. 
This Austrian army, which mounted 
the Carpathians from Hungary, found 
each of the two passes, east and 
west, of the Great Dukla Pass, com- 
pletely blocked by the Russians, and 
the entire force found itself exposed 
on snow-covered slopes. Them they 
encountered a Russian army, which 
closed in in crescent formation upon’ 
the exhausted, freezing column, whose 
forced marches had been in vain. 
They are now surrendering in thous- 
ands. es 

Germany’s answer to Russia's 
steadily-improving position in west- 
ern Galicia is given in the wooded, 
swampy plains of the north bank of 
the Bzura, between Lowicz and 
Seckarachev, whither she is _throw- 
ing strong nemforcements brought 
from the frontier by railway via 
Thorn, Kutno, Kalisz and Lodz. The 
Germans suffered terrible losses daily 
in an effort to compel Russia toa 
withdraw part of her strength from 
East Prussia or Cracow.

VON SPEE DELUDED 


AS TO THE STRENGTH 
OF BRITISH FLEET 


Germans Fought Gamely and . Prac- 
tically All cof Them Went Down 
With Their Ships—Were Headed for 
the Falklands to Destroy the Brit- 
ish Wireless Station Located There 


Buenos Ayres, December 17.—The 
first complete story of the battle off 
the Falklands arrived this afternoon, 
and declares that the German brav- 
ery was great. Even the colliers re- 
fused to surrender. The British re- 
ports say that the miscalculation of 
the British strength eaused Admiral 
von Spee to give battle, which re- 
;sulted in the destruction of his 
squadron, . 


THE BRITISH FLEET. 

The British fleet included the In- 
vincible, Inflexible, Kent, Cornwall, 
Carnarvon, Bristol and Glasgow, 
which put into the Falklands for 
coal. There they found the Germans 
guarding the ports. Wight British 
ships assembled when the Germans 
were sighted coming from Robinson 
Crusoe Island to destroy the wireless 
station in the Falklands. 

Von Spee Leaded directly at the 
British and was within three miles 
of the British when their strength 
was apparently discovered. 

The British losses were eight killed 
and 45 wounded. From the crews of 
the German vessels sunk only 94 
were saved.
